ously, and 34 were shaken up to- 
day when an air tank on the heat- 
ing system in

Franksville 


grade school exploded with ter- 
rific force. 


Fifty others in 
an 
adjoining 


classroom escaped unscratched. 


The blast shattered the interior 


of the building, hurling wreckage 
among pupils in the first, second, 
third and fourth grades. The in- 
jured suffered minor scratches and 
bruises. 


The children were in the school's 


two classrooms when 
the 
tank, 


situated in the east side of the 
basement, let go. The blast drove 
the top of the water tank through 
a 12-inch wall, blew out walls on 
the first floor, splintered desks and 
hurled the children 
from 
their 


seats. 


Village Hears Blast 


A radio in the east room was 


knocked from one side to the oth- 
er and a piano was demolished. 
Window sashes were broken away 
as though chipped out with axes. 


The blast was heard throughout 


the village and brought parents 
to the 
school. 
Mothers 
sought 


frantically to find their children, 
fearful they had been hurt All 
pupils were accounted for quick- 
ly, however. 


The injured were in Grades 1 


to 4, of which Catherine Sheahan, 
23, of Bristol, was in charge. They 
occupied the room just above the 
boiler. 


The pupils were listening to an 


educational radio program. 


"I had the children in the rear 


rows moved up to the front to 
listen'to the radio," Miss Sheahan 
said. "The program was just about 
finished and I had started for the 
rear of the room to 
turn 
the 


radio 
off 
when 
the 
explosion 


came. 


Floor "Came Up" 


"The floor seemed to come right 


up. The vacant desks in the back 
of the room were shattered. If 
the children had been sitting in 
them, they would certainly have 
been killed or very badly hurt -

"Scientific battalions would pro- 


ceed to determine by what factory 
processes the chemical compounds 
now being produced out of soil, air 
and water by American farmers 
can be changed into those that are 
now being imported.

Shorn of its natural defenses, de- 


prived of many of its resources, re- 
duced in size, strangely shaped, it 
is not necessarily foreordained to 
strangulation and absorptloif by its 
neighbors. 


That's the consensus of the inter- 


national diagnosticians of Wash- 
ington. 
They think thc baby of 


Munich may, In fact, have a bet- 
ter chance of survival than had its 
predecessor, the baby of the treaty 
of Versailles. 


They make four points: 


1. It will be a more consis- 
tent nation. 


2. It will have well-balanced 


and sufficient industries. 


3. Its political integrity will 


be generally guaranteed.

Small nations are often 


the more prosperous nations. 
There are two schools of thought 


about the theory of nationality. 
One group, to which Rcichsfuehrer 
Hitler seems to belong, insists that 
a common language, a reasonably 
pure race and a similarity of tra- 
ditions are fundmental prerequis- 
ities of consistent nationality. 


Another group believes similar 


social standards and needs, agree- 
ment concerning what is right and 
what is wrong and equal love of 
independence and liberty can bind 
dissimilar peoples into an endur- 
ing nation. This group cites the 
United States and Canada.

More Logical Grouping: 


In the new Czechoslovakia, both 


groups see distinct improvement; 
the one because the predominent 
Czech and Slovak 
citizenry will 


have common language, similar ra- 
cial background and similar tra- 
ditional background; the other be- 
cause it seems obviously true that 
Czechoslovaks and Sudeten Ger- 
mans could never get together on 
social standards and needs or on j 
their conception of liberty.

Both groups, therefore, conceive 


the new national grouping to be 
more logical. 


Industrially, there is no blinking 


the fact that the new Czechoslova- 
kia will have been given a major 
operation. 


At first glance it appears that the 


peripheral

The prospective 
boundaries of 


new Czechoslovakia will not take 
away all the brown coal of the na- 
tion, nor all its iron ore, nor all its 
forests. 
Czechoslovakia will not 


have the great mills and factories 
of the upland, but it will have 
around Pilsen and Prague and else- 
where less important mills and fac- 
tories which can be the -nucleus of 
a new industrial growth. 


There" are chemical, wood and 


paper manufacturing plants, shoe 
factories, some textile mills, alco- 
hol .and sugar refineries and malt- 
ing Industries left to it and, in most 
cases, the raw materials on which 
they depend. The land will still be 
rich in cereals, beef,, sugar beets, 
potatoes and dairy products. 


When one considers the reduced 


number of persons to be supported 
and the fact that Czechoslovakia 
has lost not Only its Sudeten Ger-i 
mans but also nine-tenths of its un- 


employment problem, the situation 
no longer appears Impossible: 


A New Switzerland? 


Two circumstances will contrib- 


ute toward its economic survival. 
Whereas the Sudeten Germans, now 
part of the Reich, inherit the eco- 
nomic handicaps resulting 
from 


Germany's industrial isolation in 
thc world, the new nation will have 
generally the benefits of most-fav- 
ored-nation treatment, for its prod- 
ucts. 


And whereas thc old Czechoslo- 


vakia was at the mercy of tGcr- 
many, Austria, Poland and 'Italy 
for its outlets to the markets of the 
world, the new 
nation 
has the 


promise of internationally guaran- 
teed outlets. This right of egress, if 
properly 
established 
and 
safe- 


guarded, may turn out to be more 
valuable than the lost wealth. 


The small size, queer shape and 


military weakness 
of 
the 
new 


Czechoslovakia are not necessarily 
obstacles to survival. For the new 
nation has opportunity to become a 
Switzerland of eastern Europe, its 
integrity 
safeguarded not by a 


group of nations, but by all of its 
neighbors in concert. ' 


So there are diagnosticians here 


who say the weak and puling in- 
fant of central Europe has decided- 
ly better than a fifty-fifty chance of 
prosperous survival if the nations 
have learned truly these lessons of 
the World war: 


1. In overpowering or coercing 


a nation you have not erased i'.s 
people.

In building for peace you 
ir/;t guarantee those people their 
right to live and trade. 


3. Fair -bargains- replacing dicta- 


tion should be reached between* na- 
tions when one of them needs access 
to certain things and freedom o] 
movement in certain areas, as in 
Czechoslovakia's case.

hand sold, is difficult 'to measure

Demand for Relief 


Demand for farm relief began in 


1920 just after the World war had 
stimulated production in order to 
feed the allied countries. Various 
plans to take care of the huge farm 
. surpluses were offered, principal 


among them being the McNary- 
Haugen plan which was supported 
as much by Republicans as by 
Democrats and yet after veto by 
Republican presidents who be- 
lieved it unconstitutional there was 
not enough strength in congress to 
put it on the statute books. The 
plan was a complicated formula for 
dumping American surplus abroad 
with the use of an equalization fee. 


The Hoover administration was 


challenged to produce a substitute 
and it started to peg farm prices 
through the Federal Farm board. 
But it could not control foreign 
production or prices nor could it 
curtail production a_t home. When 
the Roosevelt administration took 
up the burden, a plan to cut down 
acreage was put into effect first 
through the AAA and later through 
revised laws which aimed at virtu- 
ally the same thing.

CHURCHILL, AMERICA AND 


GERMANY 


America, called the "world's most pow- 


erful nation" by Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain, is being courted assiduously. 


How far our course of conduct in re- 


spect to tremendous armaments is being 
thus affected behind the scenery at Wash- 
ington we, of course, cannot say. Arming 
for safety is our primary duty. Arming 
beyond that point is a great wastage. The 
point of safety necessarily must be largely 
left to that great corps of military and 
naval experts educated at West Point and 
Annapolis and experienced by many years 
of study and service. 


Admiration 
for 
Winston Churchill's 


great talents and strong loyalty to the em- 
pire that gave him birth plus the convic- 
tion that England's policy today is aimed 
at peace cannot justify such American at- 
titudes toward the embroilment of the 
Eastern Hemisphere as may lead to likely 
participation of this nation in future Euro- 
pean or Asiatic wars. 


In a trans-Atlantic radio speech re- 


cently Mr. Churchill said that America 
must cleave to England, that English and 
French failure "to do their duty" in the 
recent Sudeten matter will not permit the 
American people to "wash their hands of 
the whole business." This was followed 
by his declaration that "democracies and 
liberal and peaceful forces everywhere 
have sustained defeat" in Czechoslovakia. 


We had supposed that the only sound 


and enduring basis for peace among great 
peoples was justice. Mr. Churchill says 
nothing about 
the 
wrongs, the livid, 


screaming wrongs done the German peo- 
ple by a treaty of peace which had been 
promised would be written along princi- 
ples of justice enunciated by the Ameri- 
.can president in 1918. 
;" 
Mr. Churchill said nothing about .the 


fact that England today holds practically 
all of Germany's former colonies and that 
the colony question is expected to be the 
next to which Berlin will pay attention. 


These colonies, added together, make 


a territory nearly as large as the United 
States. Most of the lands are written of 
as waste or worthless. So were Palestine 
and Ethiopia until recently. But if they 
are -worthless it will be all the easier for 
England to return them to Germany. 


It was Mr. Churchill's idea of denuding 


Germany that succeeded in the treaty of 
Versailles. 
It was this quintessence of 


injustice, in which the American people 
never joined, that finally created the Su- 
deten question, and is likely to create 
more similar controversies until the treaty 
is scrapped entirely. 


It is good for Americans to lister, to 


Mr. Churchill and to read his words but 
they will be wise if they remember that 
his standard is that of the Victorian em- 
pire builder and that empire building de- 
mands armies just as empire problems 
create eternal conflict.

The vote, too, 
was heavy, and the contest close. The de- 
feated candidate is running as an indepen- 
dent. 
There seems to be a measurable 


dispute over which was the Simon pure 
candidate of the Townsendites. 


But the result, of course, is clear. The 


advantage is with the opposition which 
may thus gain the right to represent a dis- 
trict despite a minority vote. 


In the state at large we have Mr. Chap- 


pic in his best kindergarten manner trying 
to scramble to the whip seat despite his 
word and despite the vote at the primary. 


In practically all of the cases in which 


independents run democracy receives a 
vicious stab. Either personal pique ac- 
counts for the candidacy or slothfulness 
does. 


The laws which permit these indepen- 


dent candidacies may well be considered 
for amendment in order to make democra- 
cy more workable and insure majority 
rule. Independent candidacies were per- 


• mitted in recognition of a time honored 
principle concerning the almost perfect 
freedom of the American people and the 
American elections. 


But 
sometimes 
complete 
freedom 


works to the 
destruction 
of freedom, 


contradictory as that statement may ap- 
pear. 


If the primaries are to remain the dig- 


nified and orderly method of selecting 
candidates for the election their result 
should not be so indifferently cast aside. 
It were far better to have a run off pri- 
mary for those cases where a great num- 
ber of candidates have-reduced the vote of 


- the successful one to a small percentage 


of the total rather than to permit indepen- 
dent candidacies at election time to actu- 
ally trip the people in their selection of 
representatives, particularly those who go 
to the national legislative halls. 


THE OLDSTERS ARE WISE

San Juan, Puerto Rico—All motion in Puerto 


Rico is leisurely. New Yorker* at first are ex- 
asperated. Eventually they become leisurely, 
too. It's really a very nice way to be. 


Consider the streetcar. We signal It and It 


stops. What matters it' that we be half a block 
away? The streetcar will wait. Why hurry? I 
haven't seen a man in a rush since leaving New 
York. 


You enter the car at the front. It doesn't mat 


ter which side. The motorman will open which- 
ever door you prefer. 


There is a box. to receive your fare—five 


cents—but don't drop in your coin until you 
leave. The motorman will be irked. He will 
mutter something about Americanos which is 
not complimentary. The coin box, strangely, is 
directly behind the motorman. He can't see il 
unless he turns around, and he certainly won't 
turn around if he can help it. (In New York 
the subways have magnifying glasses built into 
their coin receivers to make sure that tricky 
travellers don't use wooden (or lead) nickels. 
Down here I think you could drop pebbles in 
the box, and it would be days before the motor- 
man learned about it.) 


He is such a trusting soul. When you get on, 


he rings up your fare. He depends upon your 
innate honesty to do the right thing about it 
when you debark. 


And how he loves to clang his gong! It is the 


most noticeable sign of energy I have seen in 
all the island. Sometimes he stops the car sud- 
denly, leaps off, snatches a handful of stones 
from the street, and peppers them at small boys 
who vex him by snatching rides on the rear. 
It is rudimental retaliation, but it is effective.

* 


There is only one streetcar line in San Juan, 


and it goes everywhere. At different times of 
the day the cars go in different directions, but 
no matter which way they go, they always go 
to the same places. So, if you travel by street- 
car, have no fear about getting on the wrong 
one. The signs in front may read differently, 
but don't let 'cm fool you. They merely mean 
the cars are going around the circle in a par- 
ticular direction. 


The streets are narrow. The tracks run close 


to the sidewalk instead of in the center of the 
streets. This is necessary, for no vehicle could 
pass them otherwise. 


Indeed, so close to the sidewalks do the cars 


pass that pedestrians must be wary, else they be 
hit. That doubtless is the purpose of the con- 
stant clanging of the gong. I observe that the 
motorman, seeing a pedestrian ahead, some- 
times clangs his gong with unusual ardor. It 
seems that in such cases the pedestrian is deaf, 
and the motorman knows it. 


Pedestrians pay virtually no attention to traf- 


fic. They move out of the way when they get 
darned good and ready. This is rather foolish on 
their part, for accident insurance is not re- 
quired of motorcar drivers, and they generally 
escape all responsibility.

Travel, even for considerable distances, is 


most afoot, yet strangely enough there are few 
sidewalks except in the busier^ sections, and 
these are so narrow that two persons cannot 
walk side by side for more than a few feet at a 
time. There is no particular courtesy of the 
road. You either push your way along or step 
into the street in passing; and in stepping into 
the street you are almost sure to find an auto- 
mobile arguing with you for the right of way. 


Many Puerto Ricans ride bicycles. In the 


country districts the horse is a favorite carrier. 
He is a scrawny beast, seeming never to flesh 
up no matter how much pasturage he gets. The 
natives load him with rag blankets in lieu of a 
saddle, and have large baskets draped on either 
side. In these they transport products to market 
—bananas, pineapple and native vegetables. 


In the countryside, which is marked with 


precipitous hills.-narrow gauge railroad tracks 
cross the roads at frequent intervals. Over these 
tracks the sugar cane is transported. Whenever 
a train, with its -pompous little steam engine, 
approaches, a negro woman will likely appear 
and stretch chains across the road on both sides 
o£ the tracks. .She stands with a red flag in her 
hand until the train has passed, then slowly re- 
moves the chains. - 


It's old fashioned, but it works.

Punctuality, Regularity are 


Important to Child9s Growth

The school shoulders the rcsponsibil'ty for the pupils' attendance and 


behavior and progress during school time. The home carries the rest. 
The responsibility of the school, which is the Teacher, is a grave one in- 
asmuch as the family must depend upon her for much of the child's 
growth and development. Home has to send the child to school in an at- 
titude for learning, in good health, in mental and bodily comfort. After |

that the teacher takes over. 


The pupils' attendance is the responsibility of the school in so far as 


the school sessions arc concerned. The teacher must note immediately 
the lateness or absence of a pupil and report it so that it is recorded ' 
accurately, and the parents arc informed without delay. No child should I 
be allowed to be absent without inquiry on the day of his absence. The 
parents should be notified and the cause oi the absence recorded. With- 
out delay. 


Attendance, punctuality and regularity, are important to the child's 


progress, character, growth and habits. If he is ill he is not to attend 
school. He cannot learn nnd he may pass his illness along. But the par- 
ents should report his illness at once. And the teacher should record it 
and the reason given, without de- 
lay. 


Emphasis must be put on this mu- 


tual notification because children 
will 
absent 
themselves 
without 


cause other than their own vagary. 
One child of six stayed out of 
school for two weeks without her 
people knowing about it. She play- 
ed with a neighbor's little girl not 
yet of school age. She might have 
gone on playing there day after day 
if the mother of the younger child 
had not called up to ask if it were 
all right for Louie to be with her 
little one every day. The school had 
failed to re{x>rt the absence. 


That is only one instance. It can 


be multiplied by thousands for chil- 
dren 
from 
the 
beginners class 


through high school, even young 
people in college, have reasons of 
their own for cutting classes and 
school sessions. The school must 
shoulder the responsibility for no- 
tification of their parents, without 
delay. 


Sometimes teachers notify par- 


ents when the note might better be 
withheld. A teacher should think 
twice, and then wait and think 
three times before sending a note 
saying that father mu.st come to 
school. Father is usually out earn- 
ing a living for this child and the 
other members ot his family. Then 


mother? Think carefully again. Is 


' this deficiency for which a parent 
is summoned one that the home can 
remedy? Is it a deficiency that 
teaching can remedy? Then it be- 
longs to school. AH that is needed is 
the report that this child has this 
deficiency and that the teacher is 
doing all in her power to remedy 
it. We micht just as well under- 
stand in the beginning that it is 
our duty to teach John his spelling 
and Mary her grammar. Mother 
can't do that. 


We ought to consider what our 


duties are and abide by them and 
ask help from home only when 
home can give it effectively. We 
ought not to ask for the punishment 
of children. Education should cor- 
rect error. We may ask for medical 
help, and the cooperation of home 
in an effort to build health and 
character, but in that case we have 
a definite plan to offer and we car- 
ry our full share of it.

spy on your neighbor. The scouts

scattered about almost all of ou 
stadia these fall Saturday 
after 


noons. 


The scouts prefer press box loca 


tions, but some like to sit behind 
the goal posts to watch blocking as 
signments, the opening and closing 
of holes. 


Everybody Has ^ 


Every 
team 
has one or more 


scouts. Some teams scout their op 
ponents once or twice. Where the 
rivalry is intense, scouts spy more 
often. Army scouts Navy in every 
game, and vice versa. Army has 
had as many as six scouts scouting 
a Navy-Notre Dame contest, with 
three watching each team. 


Some head coaches want detailec 


reports. Others are content with 
salient facts from their scouts. "The 
thing we are primarily interested in 
is the personnel of the other team 
in relation to our own personnel,' 
one coach said. Scouts' reports cov- 
er the condition of the field, wind, 
temperature, etc. 


Covering personnel, the scouts 


watch for any tell-tale traits. For 
example, does a lineman charge and 
then'float, or does he charge all the 
way through? Can one of our ends 
handle" the opposing tackle, 
or 


should we have the halfback help 
ihe end block him? 


Signal Stealers 


Of course, the- human equation 


enters in, and a lineman may be an 
entirely different man from one 
game to the next. Scouts 
watch 


backs to see whether the passer or 
punter spits on his hands or has any 
other mannerism to show when he 
is gpin.i to throw or kick and when 
he is going to run. 


Sometimes ends are ordered to 


float in one game and to crash in 
the next, so reports brought home 
by the scouts can not be 100 per 
cent accurate. 


Next to personnel, formations and 


plays are charted by the scouts. The 
scout and the coaching staff try to 
anticipate all the plays that may be 
run off a certain formation, as well 
as those that are actually used in a 
particular game. 


A scout may report to his coach: 


"When I saw them, they didn't lat- 
eral off this play, but they can, so 
we should watch for it and provide 
for it." 


These reports are supplemented, 


where possible, by movies of the 
previous year's game between the 
home club and its opponent Each 
school is allowed to take movies of 
each game in which it plays. Scout- 
ing a forthcoming rival by camera 
is not ethical and is not done.

After 
Germany had lost the 


World war. this question came: 
"What shall be written into the 
treaty of peace?" 


In nations on the winning side 


not all persons were agreed about 
the right terms for 
the treaty 


Six months passed before it was 
ready. 


"Germany was 
guilty 
of the 


war," said some. 
"The Germans 


carried it on in the most horrible 
way, using poison 
gas, bombing 


people in cities, sinking ships anc 
letting the passengers die. 


"Since 
Germany 
did 
those 


things, we must punish her. We 
must take away a good deal o; 
her land, and make her pay thou- 
sands of millions of dollars for 
the terrible destruction m France 
and Belgium, and other damage 
done by her soldiers and sailors ' 


Others, but not so many, took 


a different viewpoint. They said: 


"It is true that Germany die 


great damage, but there is damage 
:n all wars. The lesson of history 
shows that harsh terms of peace 
lead to new wars. Let us call the 
World war a bad job for every- 
one, and start over 
and 
build 


Europe up again, in a spirit of 
kindness and humanity." 


The treaty was written at Ver- 


sailles, a suburb of Paris 
Lloyd 


George of Great Britain, Clemen- 
ceau of France, Orlando of Italy, 
and Wilson of the United States 
did most of the work of making 
the terms of peace. 


Here are a few of the terms in 


the Treaty of Versailles: 


Germany 
shall 
give back to 


France the provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine, which she took away in 
the Franco-Prussian war. 


Germany shall give up pieces of 


land to Poland, Denmark and Bel- 
gium. 
(In each case there were 


claims that the lands had not right- 
fully belonged to Germany.) 


Germany shall give up all her 


merchant ships of more than 1,000 
tons. 


For a period of 15 years, Ger- 


many shall give up the output of 
the coal mines in the Saar valley. 


Germany shall give up her col- 


onies in Africa and Asia. 


Germany shall pay a sum of 


money to the Allies. 


The amount of money was fixed 


at $33.000,000,000. That was about 
as much as all the land and build- 
ings in Germany were worth at 
market prices! 


Clemenceau has been blamed 


for making the peace treaty as 
hard as it was. 
Perhaps it was 


natural for a Frenchman whose 
nation had suffered so much to be 
bitter, but it is not plain that he 
helped France. We later shall see 
how Hitler was able to use the 
peace treaty as an excuse to build 
up his power.

Madison—The state of Wisconsin 


and its subdivisions, municipalities 
and counties, 
arc heading for a 


show-down on the ancient question 
of highway financing, it appeared 
today as city and county officialb 
worked 
on legislative programs 


which will furnish furrowed brows 
in the legislature next winter. 


Highways in 
Wisconsin today, 


with the exception of public educa- 
tion, take more dollars out of the 
taxpayers pocket than any other 
single governmental function. Crux 
of the current dispute over the dis- 
position of the state's annual and 
generous highway mellon 
(state 


highway revenues aggregated more j 
than $31.000,000 last year) is the fact j 
that the local units of government 
are sharing in highway receipts on, 
a basis which was drafted seven j 
years ago, and highway revenues j 
have jumped tremendously since 
that time. 


Chief beneficiary of increased re- 


ceipts has been the state govern- 
ment 
Need More Money 


The 1931 highway fund appor-, 


tionment law was based on an anti-1 
cipated annual income from fees 
and gasoline taxes of abcut $26,000.-' 
000 a year. While the state has had I 
the benefit of increased funds toj 
spend 
for the increased 
de- 


mands made 
by the state high- j 


way system, cities, villages, towns j 
and counties have been given aids 
on a seven year old basis, although 
their 
demands have been larger 


each year also. 
They have been 


forced to levy on general property 
for the upkeep of their roads and 
streets. So they argue. 


Counties, represented by their 


highway commissioners and com- 
mitteemen at their convention m 
Green Bay several weeks ago, de- 
clared that their $3,000,000 cut of 
the state highway fund melon is in- 
sufficient, and demanded a revision 
on ths basis of present receipts. 
They wrung an admission from the 
state highway 
commission 
that 


their demands were reasonable. 
That admission will be emphasized 
before the legislature in January. 


Cities, as represented by their 


officials at the 
League of Muni- 


cipalities convention here a few 
days ago, renewed 
the 
plaints 


they have laid before legislative 
committees for several years, that 
highway and road upkeep is be- 
coming an intolerable burden on 
general property, and that the state 
must open the purse strings to re- 
lieve them. 


They also served notice that they 


will have a legislative program, and 
that they will fight for it when the 
lawmakers begin their session in a 
lew months. 


$6,000,000 Increase 


The cities took the trouble to 


make an elaborate survey of the 
highway finance problem, and re- 
sults 
were presented by 
Harry 


Traxler, Janesville city manager. 


While the 1931 highway aid law 


was based on an average annual 
appropriation of $26,000,000, state 


revenues have been consistently 
higher, he pointed out, until last 
year total receipts aggregated al- 
most $6,000,000 more than that base 
sum. In the years since, he pointed 
out. the state highway system has 
been well enough off so that'out of 
the surplus the state highway com- 
mission has been able to build up a 
reserve, represented by a 
state 


treasury credit, which now amounts 
to $23.000,000. 


Traxler, head of the League high- 


way study committee, demanded 
thst the legislature give cities and 
villages about $2,000,000 of the in- 
creased revenue which was not an- 
ticipated in the 1931 highway aid 
bill. 


This, he said, should be combined 


with a provision to give increased 
aid to counties. Towns are now well 
provided for. he intimated, and 
should not share in the increase. 


If the League's program becomes 


reality it will increase the propor- 
tion of total city highway expend- 
itures met by state aids from 8.3 per 
cent to 16 per cent, villages from 
6 6 per cent to 20 per cent, and 
counties from 15 per cent to 192 
per cent. Towns are now getting 
about 40 per cent of their road ex- 
penses from the state, he recalled. 


Heavy City Traffic 


According to the League's posi- 


tion, cities are entitled to greater 
participation 
in motor taxes be- 


cause urban roads and streets carry 
about one third of the total traffic 
of Wisconsin every year. 


A glance at other League highway 


financing proposals shows that that 
organization doesn't intend to be 
backward when it meets the sena- 
tors and assemblymen a 
lew 


months from now. 


For example, the League is pre- 


pared to demand a 40 per cent cut 
of the various truck taxes and fees, 
all of which now go to the 
state 


treasury, on the ground that the 
damage done to local roads 
and 


streets by heavy truck traffic is now 
one of the most burdensome items 
in municipal budgets. Cities could 
afford to pay truck owners a couple 
of hundred dollars apiece to keep 
off local roads, is the way Traxler 
puts it. 


Cities will also demand an offi- 


cial survey to determine the extent 
of truck damage to highways and 
roads, in order to draft truck weight 
limitations. Some city officials, how- 
ever, expressed doubt whether this 
could be accomplished, because of 
the strong "political influence of 
the truckers". 


They will also ask the legislature 


to grant municipal exemption from 
the gasoline tax. At present, it was 
pointed out, ex-ery time a municipal 
fire truck, ambulance, or police car 
makes a trip, the city pays tribute 
to the state treasury in gasoline tax- 
es.

Britain Discovering High Cost 


Of Munich Accord With Hitler 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—Great Britain has not waited long to learn that the peace 


of Munich was a terrible defeat, no less harmful for the fact that it has 
been up to now almost painless. There is said to be a period of .shock- 
perhaps no more than a few seconds—in which a man who has just lost 
a leg does not fully feel the hurt, but already the British arc aware of 
sharp twinges which will increase to agony very soon. 


Hitler, who, recently, on the air, foamed at the 


mouth in hysterial denunciation of the president of a 
neighboring nation, has undertaken to impose on the 
British people a blacklist of anti-nazi British states- 
men "or politicians who may hold national office only 
at the risk of his anger. This is a forthright assertion 
of the power which Hitler is attempting to exert in 
this country through his anti-American bunds. 


Nations of equal ra:.k always reserve the right to 


reject ambassadors unacceptable to them, and in real- 
ity strong nations often interfere in the elections of 
the weak. But even in this hour of irresolute confu- 
sion in Great Britain, when the pride and character of 
the nation are numb from shock, it must convey

piercing humiliation to the people to be told in. very plain effect that 
Hitler claims a right to censor their ballots. 


By its timid submission to Mussolini's noisy rages at heavy emphasis 


on the Italian disgrace at Guadalajara the British press has well pre- 
pared itself for censorship by Dr. Goebbels. Fleet street took the duce for 
a bumpy ride when his invincible 
legions advanced rapidly to the 
rear in Spain, but Mussolini quick- 
ly cowed the publishers into meek 
avoidance of this and other tempt- 
ing subjects. The nazis, too, have of- 
ten railed at the truth-telling of 
free journalism, but in a country 
whose very government so abjectly 
fears to make the fuehrer mad 
journalism will be imbued with the 
same spirit for the same reason. 
Foreign Policy Will Be 
Biggest Issue In England 


Obviously, if British candidates 


for appointive or elective office are 
to be disqualified for criticising 
Hitler's conduct the British foreign 
office might as well move bodily to 
Berlin. Foreign policy will be the 
one great issue in Great 
Britain 


from this time on, and the question 
of foreign policy will be whether to 
fight Hitler or surrender.
